When we consider that there is probably not 
A man in the United States that would say he

From a Woodpile Into tne Chair of State— An 
Ei-iBode iu the Life of tne Present Governor 

of Keutucky. 

Early in 1832, Mr. Leslie, now Governor of 
Kentucky, then quite a youth, came to Louis- 
ville seeking employ ment in some mercantile 
house, but, being a stranger, and without rec- 
ommendation, he failed in bis object. Deter- 
mined at all events to gain a livelihood, he 
finally hired himself as a cart-driver, and 8-t 
resolutely about discharging the duties of the 
position, lie labored faithfully lor awhile in 
his bumble occupation, but soou tired of it. 
Yielding to a romantic desire to lead the life 
of a "woodman," he determined to become a 
wood-chopper, wood chopping at that time be- 
ing quite a business in the vicinity of the city. 
Consequently, in the year 1833, be shook the 
dust from his feet, and, with axe and cooking 
utensils, repaired to the immense timber re- 
gions immediately south of the city, built him 
a hut, and went lo wont to hew out his for- 
tune. By incessant toil he succeeded in get- 
ling out one cord of wood per day, which was 
worth seventy-five cents per cord. He contin- 
ued thus to labor, amid great difficulties and 
hardships, until the cholera became epidemic 
at Louisville, causing gieat consternation 
among the iuhabitanls. Fearful of falling a 
victim to the terrible scourge, and apprehen- 
siveol dying alone and unatiended, he quitted 
his sylvan hermitage aud sought employment 
on a farm aia sale distance from tbe pestilen- 
tial district. After many discouragements he 
at length obtained a situation at Hancock's 
ferry, about eight miles south of Louisville, 
where he served as ferryman, and as farmer 
boy on Hancock s farm, on the Indiana side of 
tho river. He was thus engaged until the 
spring of 18.il. About this time Tanner 
Jones son Daniel came lo the lauding with 
twenty or thirty hands, each armed with axe, en 
route for the "Indiana hills,'' iu search of tati- 
bark. While crossing the river, Jones in- 
quired of Hancock concerning a cook for his 
men. Whereupon young Leslie was recom- 
mended as capable and honest, and was Im- 
mediately employed aud installed in office by 
Jones. He served as caterer for the parly 
during the expedition. 

Joues and Leslie did not meet again till 
years after, when they were sent as Represent- 
atives lo Frankfort, one from Jefferson, tbc 
other from Monroe couuty. They met by ac- 
cident at Col. Hodges, where each had en- 
gaged lodgings. Leslie at once recognized 
Jones, but Jones did uol recognize him. They 
were introduced as strangers, and were assign- 
ed rooms immediately opposite each other. 
Matters thus continued for two weeks or more, 
when Leslie asked Jones if he remembered 
ever to have seen bim before. Joues replied 
that he did not. Leslie then asked him if he 
recollected the boy at Hancock's ferry who 
wcut with bim to Indiana lo cook for Mm. 
Jones responded that be did. "Well," says 
Leslie, "I am that boy.'' Jones sprang from 
his seat, threw his arms around Leslie s neck, 
and for a while these slrong men were melted 
to tears. From that hour, the closest friend- 
ship existed between them, and was ouly ter- 
minated by the death of Jones.

this city yesterday, in order that ourreadeis 
miy see, not only who were nominated and 
what was done, but by whom and how il wal 
managed. The report will show this, but i t 
required actuil inspection to enable any 
ont to appneiate, in ils fullest s nse, the 
omposili in and appearance of this remark- 
ably conslitu'.ed assemblage. Classified 
according to color, wo should say that 
quite one half weie negioes, who, if we 
except one delega'e who reminded the 
C invention lhat, though his race was i.ol 
h.'ard n 'W they might need their voice in 
August, and an.nher who moved the previous 
question, we saw none who took other pait 
than as interested spectators. In fact, the 
aristocratic white element of Federal office- 
holders quite effectually ignored the c ilored 
element except in the platlorm.

General John M. liarUn, whose nomination 
for Governor was a foregone conclusion, and 
who thus submits to State martyrdom for a 
future translation to the higher sphere ol 
Federal patronage, is well known in this 
State, and particularly in Frank ort, of which 
h: was long a Nfidont, He began politica, 
life eaily, since, though but little over the ris;- 
of forty, he has figured in politics lor nearly 
twenty years, l'ersonally, ho enjoys a high 
degree of popularity with all who know him, 
a il, in education and abilities as a lawver 
and public speaker stands high. An old line 
Whig by birth and education, he came upon 
the stage too near the demise of that party to 
share its successes ; but whan the lunw- 
Nothing party was organized he threw h.m- 
self forward as one of its champions with all 
the zeal of youth and ardor of a sanguine 
temperament. His first prominent appear 
ance r or office was as candidate for Con,'res. 
in 183 J in this district against Hon. Win. E 
Simms, when, after a warm cmtest, he was 
defeated by a small majority. In I860 he 
was district electoi on the Bell and 
Everett ticket, and in 1861, prior to 
the position taken by Kentucky of active 
alliance with the Federal Government 
li3 co-operated with the Union parly in 
advocating for the. State an attitude 
of armed neutrality. In October, 1861, he 
accepted a commission as Colonel in the Fed- 
e al army, and organized the lOlh Kentockt 
In'antry. Alter a brief career, without 
achieving any very decided military charac- 
ter or participating in any notable battles 
in consequence of the death of his father, he 
resigned his commission as Colonel of his 
regiment in May, 1863. In Aug-ist follow- 
ing he ran and was elected Attorney Gent:* 
on the ticket headed by Governor liratnl tie 
Shortly after the expiration of his term he 
removed from Frankfort to Louisville, and 
has been engaged in the practice or law. fig- 
uring but little in politics In tact, during a 
considerable lime it was not easy to luoate 
him ; and, as he was not one of the original 
Simon pure Radicals, who first organized the 
party here on the abolition basis but con 
tinued to hold negroes a« slaves as long as i 
could well be done, so it may be said lhat tit- 
hes not been one of the positive advocates ol' tin 
extreme Hadical measures as they have coir 
up in succession, bin lias Keen graduall 
bolstered up liom a tacit acquiescence to hi- 
present position of a zealous endorsement.

Not the least nor yet ihe worst of the 
many bad practices that have grown up of

is allowed lo file A no. ice of oontest upon Mi. 
B., and c n po to Washington, ami be ailinitleii 
to the floor of Ibe House, mid idle away his 
time for months, and be sure of a good round 
sum from ihe public Treasury at the end, even 
though bis case may be found to have little 
merit, and be" be declared not elected as Ins 
Slate canvassers had previously declared, so 
long will there he found at the commencement 
of every Congress a vast amount ol work (ol 
the Committee on Blec'lioni. We never could 
nnderstand upon what principle these pay. 
merits were m .de. It is virtually, in many 
instances, paying the districts twice as much 
a-s ihey areentllled to for representation. The 
law cives each district the right of reprrsentn- 
t on by a singic representative. Why should 
Congress pay some districts double ihe legal 
salary of I bat representation in deciding for it 
which of two men shall act as representative ?

LARGE ATTENDANCE OF COLORED DELE 
liATES. 

Yesterday was every way favorable for the 
Republican State Convention, long ago ap- 
pointed to meet in this city. Up to ihe arrival 
of the morning trains, only a few delegates 
had put in an appearance; those trains, how- 
ever, came in crowded, and Radicals claim that 
on yesterday they had here the largest State 
liidic.il Convention that ever assembled iu 
Kentucky. In numbers, certainly, the Con- 
vention was quite respectable. More than half 
of those who assembled at Ihe State House 
were colored men. 

Prior to the regular assembling of the Con- 
vention, the delegates beld various caucuses, 
by districts, counties, and en mane, where most 
of the real work of the Convention eras done. 

Ry 10:30, they had began to take their 
places in ihe Hall oi the House ot Representa- 
tives at the State House; and by 11, the floor 
was crowded, though by no means so jammed 
as at the D<m x-r.itic Cinveulion. Tue gil- 
lery was occupied almost exclusively by Afri- 
cans, while even on the floor there seemed to be 
a majority of the same race. 

Precisely at 11, Edgar N'eedham, Secretary 
of the Republican Central Committee, and 
United States Assessor of the Filth District, 
called the Convention lo order and nomiu.ited 
Wm. P. R inkin, of Kenton couuty, leinpor iry 
Chairman. Mr. Rankin, being unanimously 
elected, came forward, and, before taking ihe 
Chair, ma le an exceedingly partisan speech, 
which we shall probably hive occasion to al- 
lude to hereafter.

OFFICIAL REPORT OF THE CD MM D N 
SCHOOL COMMISSIONER FOR FRANKLIN 
COUNTY. 

Fraskfout, May 17, 1871. 
Hon. Z. F. Smith, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction : 

Dear Sir: Iu response to your circular, I 
will call your attention to the fact that I was 
elected Commissioner for this county in the 
midst of the last school year, and there will, 
for that reason, be some facts connected with 
the management of the schools which it will 
be impossible for me to communicate to you. 

The whole number ot children reported for 
this county tor the year ending December ?.\, 
1809, was 2,784; the number reported for the 
year ending June 30th, 1871, was 3,354, show- 
ing an increase of 570. The amount of school 
fund disbursed during the lormer year was 
$2,032 M, while the amount disbursed dur- 
ing the latter year was $6.87* 70. The 
amount distributed for each child in 186!) was 
73 cents against fl 05 for the last year. Dur- 
ing the year 186i> there was tau*lil twenty-five 
common Schools for sessions of three months 
each, while during the year last passed there 
has been laugbt thirty-three common schools 
for sessions of five months each. At these 
schools every white child in the district was 
Uught, or as many as preseuted themselves for 
instruction, and by the best corps of teachers I 
ever organized in this county. The ahove fig- 
ures speak for themselves, and show the pros- 
pering condition of Ihe schools in this county. 

The olfi ers and friends of the common 
schools seem to be more vigiiant than ever be- 
fore iu their efforts to promote the success of 
this great enterprise, iheir only complaint 
being that the fund is not quite large enough 
lo employ tnal class of teachers they would 
have as instructors to the youth and intellect 
of the countiy. They object, however, to any 
general law inscre-sing taxation for school 
purposes, contending, with much reason, that 
we are now paying more money than we 
should lo Ihe pauper counties, and urging that 
if the Legislature increase the taxes for school 
purposes, that it be by local luxation and lor 
local purposes. 

1 would remark iu this connection that the 
county of Franklin paid as revenue to the 
school fund last year the sum ol $!), 179 til, 
and received back as her pro rata $6,875 7U. 
These figures show that we nay into the school 
fund $il,3tK) 91 more than we draw out. 

The majority of the school-houses in Hie 
county are sadly out of repair, and during the 
winter months many of litem arc wholly un- 
tenable. This forces tlie people to haye Iheir 
schools taugnt in the full and spring months. 
These are the farming seasons, ami -cimols 
taught in them have ihe effect of depriving a 
large no in tier of young men of (heir benefits. 
I' will be unnecessary lor me to call tiie atten- 
tion of an enlightened people to the impor- 
tance of the education of Ihe young men of 
the country. Some plan should be adopted for 

the improvement of our country school-houses. 

but what that plan should be is a knotty ques- 
tion ; perhaps the best would be that adopted 
by the Ninth Congressional District in an net 
passed last winter, giving to Trustees Ihe au- 
thority of overseers of rouls, with power to 
warn in all persons liable to work roads each 

to bring the mechanical implemeuifof ins trade, 
or such tools as the Trustees may direct, aud 
lo be liable to certain tines in case of their 
failing to work; slid lines to be used in buying 
materials tor the building. This plan has its 
objections; 1 will noi enumerate them; only 
suggest. ng it as i he best, iu my judgment, thai 
could he adopted. 

We have h id no teachers' institute in this 
County during the past year. I slull try to 
organize one during tuc summer mouths. Prof. 
S. I'. Biowder, Superintendent ol the Frank- 
fort Cry School, has kindly offered me his 
assistance. Much good might be accomplished 

by ihe organization* 

One very important item would be to adopt 
a series of lext-oouks, to be u»ed in all thecoui 
moil schools of the county, aud thereby saye 
thousa n ds of dollars which the people annually 
expend lo purchase books merely to please 
teachers who are afraid lo attempt Instruction 
in other books than lliuse which were used by 
their teachers before them. 

The gie.it trouble iu the way of Organizing 
a teachers institute is, t i«i ihe teachers iheui- 
selves cannot be induced tu take an interest in 
them. Why this is I uiighl be able lo conjec- 
ture, but will lea.e ihe subject uninvestigated.

THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATION. 

General Mrcr, llie chief signal-officer, to 
whose rare tiic weatlier-telegram M»d storm- 
forecasting system tvaa assigned, Informs us 
Voat tie is making arrangements with the tele- 
gram lines for increasing the number of points 
at which synchronous atmospheric observa- 
tions are daily taken and forwarded to Wash- 
ington. He hopes to be able ere long to re- 
ceive reports from between seventy and eighty 
places, instead of thirty-two, the preseut num- 
ber. When this is done, he is confident the 
weather can be foretoldwilh great certainty. 
The accuracy of the forecasts now furnished 
by General Myer s department are alike sur- 
prising and gratifying. Day after day the 
prognostications are partially or wholly veri- 
fied, until the people are coming to look for 
tbem with an interest which accompanies faith. 
Judging from what has already been demon- 
strated, we see no reason why Gen. Ifver'l 
most sanguine hopes and expectations may not 
be fully realized. 

In Englaud. seventy-three per cent, nf the 
oXciat "storm warnings'' have proved cor- 
rect, while the ratio lias been still greater in 
France. Commodore Maury has demonstrated, 
in a recent magazine article, that meteoro- 
logically the United State* is most happily 
and advantageously situated, probably far 
more sj than either of these two countries, 
•n J that uo storm can 9lrike any part of our 
vast continent "before every u'her purl may be 
notified of me danger." 

T.ie corps of observers employed by General 
Myer were put to work alter a hurried course 
Of Study and training. They, together with 
others selected, are daily increasing in experi- 
ence and skill. The instruments used are also 
being improved, thereby permitting of more 
accurate observations being m.tde. These, 
together with other causes, nllord strong hopes 
for believing that the day is not far distant 
when 9torms can be heralded in advance from 
Washington with almost unerring certainty. 
The benefit* which will result therefrom it is 
impossible to overestimate. Hundreds of lives 
•nd millions of property will be annually 
saved. Congressman I'aine informs Captain 
Howgate, under whose immediate supervision 
observations are recorded and published, that 
a vessel with a cargo valued at over a million 
of dollars, recently delayed her departure from 
Milwaukee- because a sloini was predicted by 
the Signal Service bulletin. Two vessels, 
vrnich disregarded the lorecast and left port, 
encountered a severe storm at the lime named 
in the bulletin, and were lost. Many similar 
instance! might be narrated. 

It is computed that there are nearly two 
thousand vessels employed on our inland lakes 
alone ; add to these the water craft which ply- 
up and down our sea coast, or maintain a traf- 
fic with adjoining islands or other countries, 
and wee in obtain some idea of the extensive 
interests which will be benefitted ami protected 
by the weather bulletins. The latter w ill be 
In time conspicuously displayed in nil the coast 
and lake cities, so that eliip.ou ners and sailors 
can provide against many of the storms so de- 
structive to life and property, by remaining in 
port until a fair Aj and smooth sailing are 
guaranteed. 

The lessening of the risks of shipping will 
naturally diminish insurance premiums, and 
so reduce other expenditures as to warrant a 
reduction in the rales for passengers and 
freight. The statistics of the Lake Boards of 
Trade nrove that owing to the heavy risks 
they i .eur during the "wintry and equinoctial 
I a es," their tariffs "are now nearly doubled 
for the transportation of every product of the 
farmer, the merchant, and the mechanic." 
Tbese risks, partially or wholly removed bj 
wiatiet forecasts, freights, as we before ob 
nerved, will go down, and the immense 
amo Hits of grain w hich, owing to high freights, 
•re yearly I. old hack at Western centers, pro- 
ducing a glut, and canting stagnation in West- 
er i mnrkctr, will come forward more freely. 
Toils it is that the benefits of the weal Mr ob- 
He r vntions may extend directly to the farmer, 
enabling him to realize better prices for his 
e 0,13. They may. furthermore, be o! signal 
advintage to him in preparing his lands for 
these crops, and in sowing, cultivating, and 
harvesting them. 

Rksdkrisg WtABiso Fabrics IxcoMtOITi- 
bi.k. — Some simple and inexpensive methods 
hive lately come into us among foreign manu. 
facturers of muslins, cotton, cloth, and other 
voveu tissues, for rendering those fabrics 
comparatively incombustible, and thus instil- 
ing personal safety to a degree not ordinarily 
cuioyed. One of these methods, discovered by 
a French chemist, consists in mixing with the 
starch used in making up the fabrics half of its 
weight of carbonate of lime, commonly called 
Spanish chalk or Spanish white. The muslin 
or other stuff is then ironed as usual, the chalk 
thus added in no respect injuring either the 
appearance, the quality, or the whiteness of 
the goods. Another process, that of M. Lauva. 
geon, consists in exposing cotton cloth tor a 
certain time lo the vapor of burning sulphur, 
bf which exposure it assumes such an amount 
of incombustibility that, although it will char 
and become brittle when held over the Hame 
of a spirit lamp, it cannot be made to take fire, 
wnile of course, under like conditions, but un- 
prepared In this way, the cloth would have in- 
flamed at once. To render such fabrics im- 
permeable to water, M. Newman makes a sul- 
phuric acid bath, through which the cotton or 
linens are rapidly passed, being left in contact 
with the acid only from ten seconds to two 
minutes, according to the nature of the tissue, 
which is immediately after passed through 
very cold water, and next submitted to a 
thorough washing procCN. The effect of the 
action of the acid is the formation of a varnish- 
like matter which, especially after it has been 
regularly spread over the fabrics and incorpo. 
rnted therewith by hot pressing and calender- 
ing, greatly increases the strength of the fab- 
ric, and renders it water-proof.

Frequent Hoeines. 
The Maine Farmer conoludes an article on 
hoeing with the following suggestive para- 
graphs : 

"Frequent hoeings, even during the drvest 
Beasous, contribute to the benefit of the crop, 
i'.y the loosening of the sail, the air, and 
especially the night air, charged with mois- 
ture, even in the times of severe drouth, ob- 
tains ready access to the roots of plants, and 
becomes condensed in the soil. Very often 
during a hard summer drouth we have seen 
corn leaves and otlier vegetation roll up during 
the day time, hut come out again ut night, iu | 
consequence of the falling of the dew, or the 
prevalence of moist air. 

"Where the ground is not stirred, it become* 
crusted over, or 'baked,' as it is called, and 
hence 'he moisture from below does not find 
its wiy up to meet the condensed moist air.. 
But where the ground is frequently hoed, the | 
reverse is the case; hence, the benefit of re-' 
peated boeiugs during the summer months. 
Upon this point, one of our last English jour- 
nals mentioned the fact that duriug the ex- 
tremely dry season ot 1826, a gentleman was 
in toe habit of hoeing, with his own hand, 
three drills of turnips, daily. The result was 
that the three drills thus hoed were u good 
crop, while the yield upon the remainder of 
the field, boed less frequently, came almost to 
nothing."

Why a House Cabbies His" Toxuue Our. 

In answer to the Ohio correspondent, I would 
say : The reason why a horse carries his tongue 
out of his mouth is, because the tongue is over 
instead of under the bit. I cured a mare of 
mine of this habit, by fixing a wire loop in the 
joint of the bit, so as to run up into her moutb 
three anda half to four inches. I also buckled a 
strap around her mouth close to the bit, so she 
could not open it wide enough to work her 
tongue over. I made a complete cure in three 
or four weeks, and now if the bit is placed 
under her tongue she will work uutil she gets 
it over. All horses carrying their tongues out 
of their mouths will be found to have [hem 
over the bit. Care should be taken in putting 
th» bridle on a colt, to have the tongue under 
th> bit.
